Among Filipinos, Leads Anoth- 
er Insurgent Force To At- 
tack But Is Repulsed 
by Americans. 


Manila, October 2%.—While scouting 
near Looc a detachment of the Twen- 
tieth and Twenty-elghth regiments, un- 
der Captain Beigler, were attacked by 
400 insurgents armed with rifles, under 
the command of a white man whose na- 
tionality is not known to the Americans.

WOT MUCH COTTON IS MOVING. 


—— 


Americus Warehouses Are Not at All 
Crowded. 


Americus, Ga., October 22 —(Special.)— 
Very little cotton is coming to Americus 
now, and unless the much talked of top 
crop should turn out better than expect- 
ed, the season here will soon come to a 
close. The warm weather recently oo 
caused the green bolls to grow, but “we 
several plantations the boll weevil has 
caused their destruction, and under the 
most favorable conditions, the “top 
crop’ will not amount to a great deal 
Ticking here is about over, and the last 
of the crop is fast being marketed. Dur. 
ing the past week, the entire warehouse 
receipts here were only 954 bales, and 
two-thirds of that was shipped here from 
other towns within a radius of thirty 
miles. Stocks held in warehouses are not 
Leavy, being possibly 4,000 bales, ana 
much of this is owned by exporters and 
buyers. What little belongs to farmers 
will be held for higher prices, which they 
feel sure will come within a month or 
two, when the real situation is fully re- 

_ alized by spinners.

Dr. Walker Curry, who wus Mr. Rice's 
physician, will meet in the district at- 
torney’s office, and it ts probable the 
chemist will have a supplementary report 
to make.

Son of Ex-United States Senator Gets 
the Place. 


THE PRESIDENCY GOES TO EUFAULA MAN 


Coming Legislature Will Provide for 
a Constitutional Convention 
To Be Held in 1902. 


Montgomery, Ala.. October 28.—(Special.) 
The Alabama legislature will convene in 
biennial session November 13th. 

It appears to be a foregone conclusion 
that Hon. F, L. Peitus, of Dallas, son 
of, United States Senator Pettus, will be 
the speaker of the house: Hon. Jesse (. 
Adams, of Dale, will be its clerk. and Hon. 
Richard H. Clark, of Mobile, formerly 
congressman from the first district, will 
be chairman of the judiciary committee. 

There are several] aspirants for the pres- 
idency of the senate, but Hon. W. D. 
Jelka, of Eufaula. appears to be well in 
the lead, and there is very little doubt 
but that Hon. Elmore Garret. of Calhoun. 
will be the secretary. It is understood 
that Senator Wiley, of this district, will 
be the chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee of the senate. 

The approaching session of the general 
assembly will enact a statute providing 
for the holding of a constitutional con- 
vention. This was one of the successful 
issues in the last campaign, and the prob- 
abilities are that no serious opposition to 
the movement will be presented. 

The prime object in adopting a new 
constitution is to regulate the suffrage. 
If a convention is called it will likely 
not be held' until the spring of 1902. by 
which time the constitutions of Mississip- 
pi, Louisiana and North Carolina wiil 
have been tested in the courts. and the 
Alabama lawmakers will. therefore” have 
the experience of others to guide them. 

The constitution after it is formulated 
by the convention will have to be sub- 
mitted to the people of the state for ratit 
fication, but if the new constitution of 
the states just mentioned are found to 
Stand the test of the courts, the probabil- 
ities are that the people will vote for it.

There- 
upon official heads were put together, 
and City Treasurer Hardee tndorsed the 
check, which was to aay, in effect: 

“I know Mayor Myers, and he is 
right.’”’

Thinks Cotton Sure To Go Higner. 


Forsyth, Ga., October 25.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: The bear campaign inaugurated by the 
New York and Liverpool clique culminated 
today when January cotton touched 8.75 in 
New York. We know of one house that was 
carrying 50,000 bales of ‘‘longs’’ all for the 
outsiders, known as the ‘‘lambs,’’ whose long 
cotton has,been thrown overboard and the sit- 
uation thoroughly clarified. 

You may take the country [{n {ts normal 
condition and consumption of cotton increases 
yearly two to three hundred thousand bales, 
then why should consumption fall 600,000 
bales this year from last. according to Mr. 
Ellison, not allowing for the increase annual- 
ly as above stated. By the first of November 
last year 30% per cent of the crop had come 
into sight. By' the first of November this year 
figuring 30% per cent in sight would only give 
us 9,600,000 bales: say, in round numbers, 
for crop of 1900 and 1!90!. 

We must not lose sight of the fact, in our 
estimate on this crop, that four to five hundred 
thousand bales came in sight from’the two 
previous big crop years, which was carried 
over, owing to the extreme low prices. fn 
fact, the commercial crop of 1899 and 1900 
was only 9,000,000 bales. 

Regarding the ‘‘top crop,’’ !t amounts to 
naught tn this section. Few planters have al- 
ready put the plow in many cotton fields, and 
are now devoting same acreage to oats and 
wheat. Planters who can hold their cotton 
are sure to reap much higher prices, as the 
tendency will upward, after this drastic 
liquidation. truly yours,

SELF-MADE STATESMAN was the 
A. William H. Crawford, LL.D., 
to a brief consideration of whose 


notewerthy career we now invite atien- 
tion. In Vifginia it was that this heroic- 
ally former personality first saw the 
light on the 24th of February, 1772, he be- 
coming a citizen of Georgia in 1783, when 
his father removed to a point on Kiokee 
creek, in what was ofterwards known 45 
Columbia county. At sixteen vears of 
age, with a view to assisting in the sup- 
port of his struggling and fatherless fam- 
ily, he undertook the arduous task ol 
schcol teaching, zealously prosecuting the 
pedagogical calling for the space of a 
decade. His relinguishment of the avoca- 
tion was accomplished in 1799, wher, hav- 
ing, unaided, completed his legal prepar- 
ation, he was admitted to the barn In 
the course of the next few months Mr. 
Crawford transferred his residence to 
Lexington, in Oglethorpe county, where 
he at once entered upon the energetic 
practice of his profession. His success 
was immediate, and he soon rose to be the 
leading attorney not only of the western 
judicial circuit, but of all north Georgia. 
Eariy in his professiona} career the land 
speculators, realizing what superior tal- 
ents he possessed, and what a potent in- 
fluence he exerted throughout that en- 
tire region, preferred the insidious re- 
quest that he should become a party with 
them in their infamous land suits. ‘0 
their ignominious proposition the honest- 
minded advocate returned an indignant 
refusal. Ti incensed were the lawyer 
speculators upon learning of his action 
that they determined at once to rid them- 
selves of this formidable obstacle to their 
nefarious ventures, by either shooting or 
disgracing him. .V4an Allen, a cousin of 
Martin Van Buren, who had but recent- 
ly come from New York,\was the chosen 
instrument ‘to effectuate their villainous 
object. To the end of carrying their plan 
Into execution, on the strength of some 
trivial pretense, he challenged Mr. Craw- 
ford. The challenge being promptiv ac- 
cepted, they met on the fieid of honor, 
and Van Allen was slain. LGefore leaving 
this subject, it is proper to mention that 
in 1800, in association with Horatio Mar- 
bury, our honored subject was Instru- 
mental in compiling the first authoritative 
digest of Georgia Jaws. Thus did he sig- 
nalize his early years at the bar, not 
merely winning trarsitery laurels as a 
practitioner, but by performing an_ in- 
Valuable and enduring service for the 
commonwealth. 

In 1802 Mr. Crawford was elected 4a 
member of the Georgia house of repre- 
sentatives, retaining his position for sev- 
eral terms, ard proving himself a most 
useful adjunct of that deliberative body. 
During the period of his legislative ten- 
ure his friendship for Charles Tait, pre- 
viously associated with him in the ¢ ov- 
errance of the academy of Richmond 
county, and then presiding judze of the 
Western circuit, was the means of pre- 
cipitating another affair of honor. Gen- 
eral John Clarke, afterwards governor of 
the state, having preferred formal 
charges egainst Judge Tait, the subject 
of this sketch at once undertook the 
catse of his former educational ccl- 
league, zealously defending his official 
conduct, and boldiy repelling all accusa- 
tions made. Enraged at this interposi- 
ton, General Clarke forthwith challenged 
Mr. Crawford to mortal combat; and in 
the meeting which followed, the latter 
was wounded. In 1806 his official connec- 
tion with the lower house having expired, 
our worthy resumed the uninterrupted 
practice of his profession. Not long, how- 
ever, was he permitted to enjoy the dis- 
tinction and emolument flowing from his 
chesen pursuit, as in the fall of the 
sequent year he was elevated to a seat 
in the United States senate. In this en- 
larged atmosphere his high talents were 
appreciated as they deserved, his superb 
debating potentiality heing accorded im- 
mediate recognition. During his sena- 
torial incumbency, aside frum his popu- 
larity with his associates, he enjoyed the 
confidence of President Jefferson, and 
was numbered among Mr. Madison's most 
trusted advisers. A zealous advocate of

A JAPANESE INTERVIEW. 


|The Reporter Is Polite, but Is an In- 


exorable Questioner. 

Washington Star: “Before [ went to 
Japan,’ said a prominent western rail- 
road official who had recently returned 
from a visit to the mikado'’s kingdom, “'! 
used to think that our American report- 
ers were the most inquisitive class of 
men in the world, but this idea was very 
soon dispelled from my mind when I ar- 
rived in Tokio. Four interviewers for 
the vernacular press called upon me be- 
fore IT had been five hours on Japanese 
soil, and when I succumbed, after vainly 
pleading privilege, it was to find that the 
alert-minded Japanese had simply taken 
the American system of interviewing and 
reduced it to the simplest terms, not to 
say ad absurdum. With them interview- 
ing Is a bvsiness from the start, like pull- 
ing a tooth or boring a hole. They waste 
no time over pleasant introductory Tre- 
marks about the weather or your voy- 
age. 
The operation is as follows: You 
marks, and, uncertain whether your visit- 
or is a. minister of state or a guide in 
want of a job, you go downstairs and 
discover a dapper little gentleman, in ap- 
pearance about nineteen. dressed in fault- 
less foreign fashion—tennis shoes, flannel 
trousers, white vest, blue coat, 
necktie, spectacles and pith helmet—and 
speaking English with the accuracy and 
impressiveness of a vopy book. 

‘Good morning. Are you Mr. 

"Good morning. I am.’ 

“ “Well, I am the reporter 
and-so ‘newspaper of Tokio. 
permit me to interview you” 

“*With pleasure.’ 

“The interviewer then takes a seat, pro- 
duces a notehook and pencil and begins 
with the directness uf a census taker: 
‘How old are you and where were you 
born?” And when you tell him that you 
were born of poor but respectable par- 
ents in the year ome, let us say, he grave- 
ly commits the unfamiliar phrase to pa- 
per. 

‘How long will vou stay? How long 
since you started? Where have you been” 
What is the circulation of your paper? 
How do you like Japan? What do they 
think of Japan in America? Will Presi- 
dent McKinley be re-elected?” These are 
a few of the questions that are pressed 
upon one with the relentless persistence 
of a pile driver. 

“At last when you have been compelled 
to draw liberally upon your imagination 
for your facts and the notebook of the 
enemy of traveling mankind is full, you 
suppose that the interview is over. But 
nothing could be further from the inter- 
viewer's idea, for he settles himself in 
his chair, resharpens his pencil, produces 
a new notebook and asks: ‘If anything 
of interest has ever befallen you upon 
your travels at home or abroad please 
give me full information now.’ 

“The interview over, the Japanese re- 
porter takes his departure and never 
seems to realize that to cross-question a 
solitary and ill informed individual upon 
the policies of all nations and the details 
of his own obscure life is really a huge 
joke. Next day you receive a copy of 
the so-and-so newspaper containing the 
interview with ‘top’ solemnly written on 
one side of it, so that you may know

They will-not 
They are called 
hyacinths, I suppose, because of the ap- 
pearance of their bloom. 

In Lake George, about forty miles 
south of Jacksonville, the hyacinths 
stretch from shore to shore, a distance of 
nearly twenty miles, and are massed four 
or five feet under the water. I have 
heard that even large steamers have dif- 
ficulty in crossing Lake George now. Pa- 
latka has almost been ~ulned as regards 
river traffic by the ’ hyacinths and, in 
fact. all south Florida towns on the St. 
Johns have suffered because of the ob- 
struction of the river. Florida people 
fear the river will be entirely closed to 
navigation unless the United States gov- 
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esnment appropriates suffidient money 
to destroy the hyacinths.”’

The finally ond 
arrested two of the showmen and locked 
them up ‘at the police barracks for be- 
ing the cause of the disorder, 
and also to await warrants which will 
be sworn out this mornig charging 
the prisoners with cheating and swind- 
ling. 

The men under arrest are C. 
the purchasing agent for the 
shows, and Mike Kennedy, the 
man and keeper of the wild animals. 

When the police decided to take the 
matter in hand, all the show people ex- 
cept Kennedy and Argo had left the 
city and were on their way to the state 
fair at Valdosta. When Kennedy and 
Argo were arrested the train to which 
their animal car was coupled was about 
ready to start. 

It was a question whether or not 
officers would let the men go and 
the negroes defrauded, or whether the 
only two showmen in sight should be 
held as hostage. 

Argo and Kennedy claim that they had 
nothing to do with the negroes not being 
paid off. Kennedy admits he hired about 
fifteen of the negroes, and Argo 
he told the negroes to gather 
union depot to be paid oft. 

Sunday Row Was {mminent. 

The case is a novel one, and the affair 
came very near resulting in a disgrace- 
ful Sunday row in the heart of the city.

An | 
important observation to be here record- | 
ed is that, according to Finlay’s state- | 
ment. thirty days prior to our visit, these 
ova had been deposited by a female just 
at the edge of the water in a small basin, 
whose contents had been allowed to 
slightly evaporate; so that these ova 
were at the time of our visit entirely 
above contact with the water. Notwith- 
standing this long interval after deposi- 
tion, they were promptly converted into 
the larval stage, after a short period, by 
raising the level of the water in the 
basin.

Case 3-—Dr. Jesse W. Lazear, acting as- 
sistant surweon United States army, a 
member of this board, was bitten on Au- 
gust 16, 1900 table III), by a 
mosquito (Culex fasciatus) which ten 
days previously had been contaminated 
by biting a very mild case of yellow 
fever (fifth day).

ten by a Culex mosquito (variety unde- 
termined). As Dr. Lazear had been pre- 
viously bitten by a contaminated insect 


without after effets, he deliberately al- 


lowed this particular mosquito, which had 
the back of his hand, to re- 
main until it had satisfied its hunger. 

On the evening of September 18th, five 
days after the bite, Dr. Lazear com- 
plained of feeling ‘‘out of sorts,’’ and had 
a chill at 8 p. m. 

On September 1%th, 12 o'clock noon, his 
temperature was 10 24i:degrees, pulse 112; 
his eyes were injected and his face suf- 
fused; at 3 p. m. temperature was 103.4 
degrees, pulse 14; 6 p. m., temperature 
103.8 degrees and pulse 106; albumin ap- 
peared in the urine. Jaundice appeared 
on the third day. The subsequent history 
of this case was one of progressive and 
fatal yellow fever, the death of our much 
lamented colleague having occurred on 
the evening of September 25, 1900. 

As Dr. Lazear was bitten by a mosquito 
while present in the wards of a yellow 
fever hospital, one must, at least, admit 
the possibility of this insect'’s contamina- 
tion by a previous bite ot a yellow fever 
patient. This case of accidental infec- 
tion therefore cannot fail to be of in- 
terest taken in connection with cases 10 
and 11. 

For ourselves, we have been profoundly 
impressed with the mode of infection and 
with the results that followed the bite 
of the mosquito in these three cases. 
Our results would appear to throw new 
light on Carter's observations in Missis- 
sippi, as to the period required between 
the introduction of the first (infecting) 
case and the occurrence of secondary 
cases of yellow fever. 

Since we here, for the first time, record 
a case in which a typical attack of vellow 
fever has followed the bite of an infected 
mosquito, within the usual period of in- 
cubation of the disease, and in which 
other sources of infection can be exclud- 
ed, we feel confident that the publication 
of these observations must excite renew- 
ed interest in the mosquito theory of the

From the first part of our study of yel- 
low fever we draw the following conclu- 
sions: 

1. The blood taken during life from the 
general venous circulation, on various 
days of the disease, in eighteen cases of 
yellow fever successively studied, has 
given negative results as regards the 
presence of B. icteroides. 

® Culture taken from the blood and 
organs of 11 yellow fever cadavers have 
also proved negative as regards the pres- 
ence of this bacillus. 

3. Bacillus icteroides (Sanarelll) stands 
in no causative relation to yellow fever, 


but, when present, should be considered | 


as a secondary invader in this disease. 

From the second part of our study of 
vellow fever we draw the following con- 
clusion: 

The mosquito serves as the interme- 
diate host for the parasite of yellow fe- 
ver, and it is highly probable that the 
disease is only propagated through the 
bite of this insect.

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There was an overflowing congregation 
at the First Baptist church on yesterday 
morning. After the ushers had filled the 
aisles with chairs and all were occupied, 
many persons were turned away unable to 
find standing room.

The text of the sermon was Luke xvi, 
31: “If they hear not Moses and the 
prophets, neither wil] they be persuaded 
though one rose from the dead.” The 
topic deduced from the text was the “‘Suf- 
ficiency of God's Word to Persuade the 
Sinner to Repentance and Salvation.” Dr. 
Landrum said in part: “Dives arraigns 
God; he practically declares God guilty 
of injustice because net giving sinners 
sufficient light and training. Dives ac- 
tually profegsed to believe that if a 
voice from the dead had assisted him in 
the lonely hours of the night, when he was 
suffering reaction after gratified desire, he 
would not be where he is writhing in 
torment. Hence, it’s his judgment he 
was more sinned against than sinning. 

“It is no new thing for unreasonable 
men to think that the means which God 
uses to correct the world are utterly in- 
sufficient for the purpose.

MERRITTS AVE. CHURCH. 


At Merritts Avenue Church the morn- 
ing sermon was by Dr. I. 8. Hopkins, 
from the text, Hebrew xil: ‘‘Who for the 
joy that was set before him endured the 
cross, despising the shame and is set 
down at the right hand of the throne of 
God.”’ 

He said in substance: “We miss the 
meaning of this passage if we set down 
as the joy that was set before Him the 
aeons and the ages of life, that were to 
be when Christ realized the travail of 
his soul in looking upon a _ redeemed 
world when His praises should be sung 
in the presence of the Highest by the 
white-robed, ransomed throng. The real 
meaning is in this—the joy hovered over 
Him and was present with Him, every 
moment as He met the suffering and the 
shame and despjsed them in the glory of 
His great purpose and the high example 
to men that He conspicuously set. 

“The key note of Christ's life was joy. 
We study it best when we look to that 
joy as the dominant principle and the 
moving element in it all. 

“Where was His spring of secret joy 
whereby He was able to show this joy to 
the world. There are soul depths for 
which we have no plummet and there 
are questions in the bible that we may 
not comprehend. These mysteries are 
perhaps entirely beyond us, yet Lot 
without profit. 

“The Christ, the one conspic: 
man, stands apart from man, 
very man and indeed very God. 'fi4 
was sprung in one respect from hi 
scious innocece. The man who stands 
in known integritv is not assalilable by 
the persecutions, malignity and opposition 
of men. No taint of sin, no infringement 
of law, no cause for blame, could be jald 
upon Him. In His heart of hearts there 
was the joy of innocece. 

“Another joy was in His power. Power 
over men and power with God. He was 
Sure at all times no matter what perse- 
cutions or dangers menaced, that there 
were legions of hosts from God ready to 
come at His call. The Christian’s joy in 
power with God when prayer and suppli- 
cation may reach the mighty arm of 
omnipotence, is his surest citadel. Jesus 
Christ was absolutely certain at all times 
of His power with God as the obedient 
son. The daily discharge of duty as 
Jesus saw it, and the recompense of His 
heart's great satisfaction, added to His 
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joy. The sure victory to which he look- 
ed was another joy. His helpfulness to 
men, His knowing no selfishness in deal- 
ing with them, His ever ready compas- 
sion, added to the generous joy of His 
heart. The joy of achievement, the ac- 
complishment of His mission, was His 
in joyful fullness.Man’s heart burns and 
he gives himself fully to achieve the darl- 
ing purpose of his life, and this achieve- 
ment brings joy. 

“Christs joy may best be called in one 
phrase the joy of self sacrifice. The heart 
stands in holy awe tn the presence of the 
sufferings of our Lord, lest we be upon 
sacred grounds with our feet sandalled. 
The compaction of shame, suffering, in- 
gratitude and woe is expressed in the 
agony of the one word—Cross. inexpress- 
ible 274 yet most eloquent. 

The followers af the Christ who enter 
into the joy of the Master will do so joy- 
fully. There should be no gloomy, long 
faced christians, they who take the 
gloomy v _are sadly mistaken in the 
Christ ahd His purposes. No man can be 
more joyful than he who is at peace with 
God. Crosses and joys both will come, 
the cross of opposition of conscious short 
coming are more than met by the joy of 
sure victory and God's glad pardon, and 
His gracious help. 

“Tne lesson for us igs to get rid of our 
selfishness and unbelief and to follow the 
joy illustrated in the beautiful life of the 
Christ.”’

A large congregation greeted Rev. Dr. 
Theron Rice on his return to his pulpit 
after a brief absence. His text was con- 
tained in II Corinthians, xvi, 22: “If any 
man love not the Lord Jesus Christ, let 
him be Anathema, Maranatha.”’ Dr. Rice 
said in part: 

“We all Know what anathema means— 
accursed. Maranatha means ‘when the 
Lord cometh.’ The passage, therefore, 
states that whoever loves'not the Lord 
Jesus Christ will be accursed when He 
cometh at the final reckoning. This is a 
solemn, awful imprecation. If the soul 
that has not Jesus is worthy only of 
curse, there are reasons for it. Why is 
the love of Jesus so sacred and obliga- 
tory? 

“We are bound to love Him for what 
He is, for He {ts God. Though a man, He 
is as really God as though He never 
He is infinite in 
wisdom, power and goodness. He has 
more love-provoking attributes than 
these, and when we consider the gentle- 
ness, long suffering and providing care, 
we feel the justice of the anathema. 
Then we should love Him for what He is 
in Himself. He is to us sinners far more 
than to the angels. He has special claims 
upon our love, claims that are unique. 
He is our Creator and preserver, but His 
chief glory Hes in the fact that He is 
our Redeemer and intercessor. 

“It is important, then, that we know 
whether we love the Lord. Can we do 
so? God supplies a test: ‘For this is the 
love of God, that we keep His com- 
mandments.’ Jesus Himself says: ‘If a 
man loves me, he will keep my words.’ 
Do you keep the commandments? Do 
you Know what they are? Do you care 
to know? 

‘“‘Another test is love for His people. 
‘We Know that we have passed from 
death unto Hfe because we love the breth- 
ren.’ 

‘Search the scriptures. Keep the 
commandments, for their Keeping is not 
a test, but also development. 
‘Whoso keepeth His word, in him verily 
is the love of God perfected.’ "’
